S 


TRIDES made in the art of saving ami pro- 


longing human life, the increase in pre- 


ventatives and the advancement in science, 
noted in this city as well as in other centers of 
population, brings pertinently.to the fore this 
question: Is modern medical science making 
the Darwinian law of the survival of the fiUes:, 
a dead letter, or has the Darwinian law been 
only temporarily subverted so that it eventual- 
ly will reassert itself, perhaps rather suddenly 
and violently.

doctrine -when it was first given expression, 
there is much more to ,t now. 
Sanitation, pre- 


ventative 
medicine, vaccines, wonderful 
ad- 


vances 
in surgery—ail these have availed 


much to keep alive on the earrh 
countless 


thousands of souls who, in preceding genera- 
tions, would 
have 
perished. 
Christian it v, 


charity, and philanthropy are protective of the 
•weakling. The ruthlessness of nature in the 
days when medicine was in a comparatively 
embryonic stage was, of course, marked: and 
while no one with any vestige of common 
Bense would wish to hark back to those ages, 
still it is no doubt true that the natural -weed- 
ing out of the weak and unfit in those rather 
primitive days was conducive to the 
develop- 


ment of hardy and vigorous descendants. 


In this century, in spite of a few feeble 
at- 


tempts at an introduction of eugenics, literally 
hundreds of thousands of children are 
being 


brought into the world by parents who. in less 
sheltered times, would never have been able to 
•withstand the physical ordeal. As we grow 
older in our civilizations, we develop greater 
immunity to disease, it ,s true, but. at the same 
time it is perhaps just as true that v/s decline 
in natural strength and hardihood. 
The ques- 


tion is whether we can continue thus to turn 
the tables on the laws of nature, or whether, in 
the long run, our wonderful achievements 
in 


medical science will not eventually bring to a 
physical end the human race,
